Duties oi .School OtIlecrN. 

One of the tendencies in hcIiooI 
admiiiisi ration tlinl iiiosl iicisIn l or 
rectiou is un iucrcasiug a.ssumption 
by school oflBcers of the rights and 
duties inheri'iit in the teacherV otliciv 
This ttmdeiicv is not only seen' in 
school regulations, but lu le •crioiis 
ly in supervision, aud esi-ecially su 
pervision by memhera of s«*hool 
liounls, acting aa individuals or com- 

llllltl'fS. 

It is lielieved to be not an uncom- 
mon thing fur a school' director or 
trustee to dictate to teachers the 
methods to be us< d in leaeliin^' (.'iveii 
subj)<cts, Hiul also what they are to 
re(|iiiie the pupils to do. 

Teachers are tohl luiihoritively 
that they must nut rtspiii I- pup 1- to 
prepan' spelling lessons by uritin^': 
that all N|M-lliu({ leasous must Im> oral; 
that pupils ntust be taught the alpha- 
bat before they attempt to read : that 
pupila must be permitlisl to leail at 
lacat one \ i'is,. i>iH'li. ami that they 
muat read twice u day ; that the pu- 
pils mnat recite by turn; that pupils 
must not '°l>,>^'ln iiiiiltipliealion" un 
til Ihey lia«<- leuiiii'il llie iiiiiltiplica 
tion table; that tie- mies m .iritlniie- 
tic must be learned by heart liefore 
any problems ar^ solvts*; that the 
text in ^:eoJfrilplly must lie i-o'iiiiutl. d 
to lueinory ; that no wall maps an* to 
be usetl in r«H-itation», etc.
